Why Broadcasters Go Nuts 


Washington, Feb. 28. 

Television has aggravated another top Federal cop. 

Mr. Secret Service—U. E. Baughman, head of the celebrated 
outfit—has sent CBS a protest over the Dupont Show of the 
Month production, “The Lincoln Murder Case.” In the show, the 
Frank Stanton network implied Edwin M. Stanton, Lincoln's Sec- 
retary of War, was implicated in the Lincoln assassination. 

Without getting involved in the fingerpointing at Edwin Stan- 
ton, Baughman wrote Frank Stanton that CBS was far offbase 
in history as far as the Secret Service was concerned. 

During the program, there were two references to the fact that 
the Secret Service didn’t do anything about the plot against Lin- 
coln. All he wanted to know, Baughman asked in effect, is how 
the Secret Service could have done anything when it didn’t exist? 

The agency wasn't founded until July 5, 1865 ‘after Lincoln 
was shot) and had no responsibility for guarding the U. S. Presi- 
dent's life until after the William McKinley assassination in 1901, 
Baughman noted. 

Baughman added: “I believe in the interest of accuracy and 
good reporting this should be brought to your ‘Frank Stanton’s) 
attention for the record, and any such implication corrected in 
future showings of ihe production.”

Says Court Evaded Basic Issue; 


Eds, Broadcasters, Authors Rally 


Times Film Corp., in petitioning 
the U. 8. Supreme Court for a re- 
hearing of its case vs. Chicago's 
film licensing statute, claims that 
the Court's five-to-four ruling last 
month, upholding Chicago, “‘decid- 
ed a question other than the one” 
which Times brought before txe 
court.

day (27). Backing up Times’ plea 
are a number of amicus curiae 
briefs from such interested groups 
as American Society of Newspaper

Suit was for over $500,000, 
according to one of the lawvers

13°. Earnings on each of the 
170.000 outstanding shares was 
$2.10 compared to the previous re 
turn of $2.65. 

RCA prexy John L. Burns said 
the profit falloff was due to the 
“continuing heavy investments in 
electronic data processing” and the 
write-off of the $4,000,000 cost of 
centralizing RCA’s Indianapolis 
consumer products operation 

Burns reiterated the report that 
NBC's “profits for 1960 were the 
argest in the company’s history.’ 

Company reinvested $247,560.- 
000 of its earnings in 1960, slightly

The television and film camera must be utilized fully 
before the presentation of television news is to realize its 
greatest potential. 

The camera is as much the basic tool of the tv news- 
man's trade as the microphone is to the radio newsman 
and the pad and pencil to the newspaper reporter. 

For a number of reasons, not least among them tele- 
vision’s youth, we have, as a general rule, borrowed tech- 
niques from our older brothers—the newsreel, newspaper 
and radio media. What we need to do now is strike out 
boldly on our own. 

Sight and sound separates tv from radio and news- 
papers, inlimacy separates it from newsreels. The tv news 
camera must capture both of these qualities, becoming 
the “eves” of the viewer, taking him to the news event 
and placing him in a position where he can receive a 
better understanding of the cause, meaning and develop- 
ment of that event : 

Finding and training these tv reporter personnel 
demands time—it will not be accomplished overnight 

At ABC News we are moving ahead with a major depart- 
mental expansion—in personnei, facilities and program- 
ming. While we are not attempting any sudden miracles, 
we do expect in the not too distant future to be fully 
competitive in all ways with other broadcasting news 
departments. ‘And if that is a “race’—and that’s your 
word gentlemen'—it’s a good thing because it will benefit 
the tv viewer as much as it does our industry). 

When we achieve that goal we will begin devoting a 
not inconsiderable amount of time to training new promis- 
ing personnel, developing new techniques, researching new 
projects and experimenting with new ideas. 

Television news, as is true of the entire tv industry, fs 
on the brink of scientific progress so startling it will pale 
by comparison with most advancements to date. In about 
five years. earth encircling communication satellites will 
bring world-wide television into reality. On tv newscasts 
we will be able to switch for direct live reports to all 
parts of the globe. New portable wireless cameras will 
transmit live pictures from almost any location and under 
almost any set of conditions. Many other pieces of new 
equipment and many newly developed techniques will 
compliment these particular advancements 

Viewed in this light, tv news is ir the early stages of 
development. We have made great and we have 
but scratched the surface. 

This new scientific development will present us with 
great opportunities; but it will be that old fashioned 
machine, man, who must do the thinking and must seize 
the initiative. And the major part of the progress we hope 
to make in tv news presentation must come trom the ideas 
and work yet to be done by newsmen with fresh ideas 
to supplement their sound news judgment 

The television news reporter and photographer of 
tomorrow—along with news writers, the news staff, and, 
yes, news executives, too— must break this fresh ground. 

I am confident that it will be done. 


Of All People, Broadcasters 
Lacking In Communication

One of the most glaring inconsistencies in the com- 
munications industry to me has been the almost negligent 
way in which various sectors of the industry communicate 
with each other. 

Although able to communicate with people in some 
98% of the natien’s nomes through television, broadcast- 
ing and advertising people still have not mastered personal 
communication. 

And communication is the one vital step to understand- 
ing 

It may sound like a far-fetched analogy but I think you 
can compare the oft-repeated misunderstandings that 
occur between advertisers and networks and networks and 
affiliates and other inter-industry factions with the lack 
of understanding that exists between the United States 
and many areas of the world, 

We have lost valuable ground abroad because we have 
not been able to properly communicate with the peoples 
of the world. We have not made sure they know and 
understand the motives and desires of the United States. 

Politically, morally and financially, it has been most 
unprofitable 

In broadcasting too, a lack of communication, a lack of 
understanding can be most unprofitable. 

In station relations the broad¢aster is afforded, I believe, 
an exciting experience in communicating and understand- 
ing. It is difficult for an affiliate in Idaho or Indiana to 
be aware of the multitude of problems that are solved 
before a program goes out on the network line, or of the 
many functions involved in inserting a commercial into 
that program 

The affiliate only knows that he is transmitting a net- 
work program and he wants it to be the best possible for 
his viewers, 

The network, on the other hand, on many occasions has 
trouble understanding the problems and complaints of its 
affiliated stations. 


In both cases, the “ostrich approach” can have serious 
consequences. One of the reasons the problem occurs is 
“ivory tower” thinking. The man who says, “I've got 
enough problems of my own,” and dves not attempt to

If some day you should happen to be in front of a 
television set in Argentina or El Salvador, you might 
very well find yourself watching “Pero Es Mama Quien 
Manda” or *“‘Un Paso Al Mas Alla.” 

The language might be unfamiliar to you, but you would 
quickly recognize the programs as “The Donna Reed 
Show” and “One Step Beyond.” These two programs, be- 
tween them, are dubbed noi only in Spanish but in Japa- 
nese, French and German as well, and are seen in many 
parts of the world 

This phenomenon not omly is typical of the kind of 
U.S. television fare that is popular in other countries, 
but aiso is indicative of the factdhat our tv industry is 
currently the major source of programming for the world 
tv audience 

But it is not enough that a Spanish-speaking truck 
farmer outside Caracas can see “Pero Es Mama Quien 
Manda” or that a French-speaking truck driver in Mon- 
treal can see Robert Young in “Papa A Raison.” We in the 
U.S. television industry have a responsibility, not only to 
viewers in the U.S. but to viewers around the world, and 
to the cause of freedom and democracy. Television is the 
most effective medium of communication mankind has yet 
developed. It has the power to bring the peoples of the 
world closer together, to acquaint them with each other's 
way of life, their problems and aspirations 

Imagine the impact it would have on a family behind 
the Iron Curtain if they could have seen the vigor and 
excitement of our political conventions, or the face-to-face 
meetings between Richard M. Nixon and John F. Kennedy. 
Or if this family could see the wholesome picture of 
American family lite offered by shows such as “Leave 
It To Beaver,” “My Three Sons.” or “The Donna Reed 
Show,” with their moral vitality and joy of living. And, 
incidentally, the sheer physical abundance and high 
high standard of living taken for granted by the average, 
middle-class American families depicted in these shows 
would be certain to make a profound impression on an 
Iron Curtain viewer 

Of course, just as viewes: in other nations can learn, 
through television, the true picture of the democratic way 
of life in the United States, so can we learn more about 
the problems, aspirations and way of life of our neighbors 
in other lands. The interchange of culture and knowledge 
between countries that international television affords 
will not be a one-way street. Ideally, the flow will be free 
and unimpeded in all directions between all nations, 
uniting the world in a brotherhood of understanding 

Global Expansion 

The world-wide television audience is growing by leaps 
and bounds, The U.S. now has five television receivers 
for every three in the rest of the world, but the balance 
will be overturned completely within the next decade 
The 39 million sets outside this country are expected to 
grow to 50 million by 1965, and by 1970 there will be more 
sets abroad than in the U.S. It is up to us to reach this 
audience and to show them democracy in action, so that 
they can choose their path on the basis of knowledge. not 
propaganda 

The Soviet Union is engaged in a crash program to pro- 
vide transmitters, receivers and programs to its own 
satellites and the uncommitted nations of the world. The 
free world’s answer must be quick and sure 

In Cuba we have seen how the battle for democracy 
can be lost. We are in grave danger of losing it in many 
countries of Latin America, Asia and Africa. We must 
get our message of democracy to the uncommitted coun- 
tries as soon as possible, and let them see us as we are, 
not as the Russians paint us to be 

ABC has gone into international television at full 
throttle. We, together with the Central American tv 
stations, have pioneered in the development of the world’s 
first international commercial television network, the 
Central American Television Network, which is now suc- 
cessfully telecasting network programs in Guatemala, El 
Salvador, Costa Rica, Honduras and Nicaragua. These 
network programs are sponsored by international adver- 
tisers 

In Venezuela, ABC International has devoted consider- 
able effort and capital to helping establish a new Vene- 
zuelan network which has just begun telecast operations 
within the last two weeks. This network will cover all the 
major markets of Venezuela 

In Ecuador, a new ABC affiliate in Guayaquil began 
operations approximately last December. In Lebanon, ABC 
International is now helping a new station get on the air 
later this year. 

In Australia, we have joined with News, Ltd. in the 
Operation of several television stations in this rapidly 
growing land. 

The future of international television is global. We are 
on the threshold of a fabulous age of world-wide com- 
munication via television. Through satellite transmission, 
microwave relay, transoceanic coaxial cable, and scatter 
transmission, within a few years we will be able to send 
and receive ty programs instantly to and from the major 
cities of the world 





understand the other person's position usually winds up 
adding to his own burden. 

To communicate you must get out of your shell, get 
to know the people you do business with and get to know 
their business. Advertising people must learn more about 
the network's problems and Operations and about stations, 
Networks must pay closer attention to the attitudes of 
advertisers and affiliates. And individual stations must find 
new and wider avenues of communication with advertisers 
and networks 

To accomplish this some agencies and networks have 
set up teams of liaison men who work closer with, and 
learn more about, other areas of the industry. 

In the ABC-TV Station Relations Department, several 
means have been developed to bring the network in closer 
contact with its affiliates. Frequent closed circuit broad- 
casts advise them of both network plans and problems. 
The network continually tries to effect even better coor- 
dination with its Affiliates Advisory Association. And the 
Association brings its questions to the network with always 
improving understanding. 


There Are Tribulations 
But There Are Joys, Too

If we could offer a prayer for the coming television 
season, it might go like this 

“Give us the tenacity to stay with a program when it 
has a chance to succeed, give us the courage to drop a 
program when it is doomed to fail, and give us the wisdom 
to distinguish between the two.” 

ABC-TV, in the eight years since the merger of the 
American Broadcasting Co. with United Paramount Thea- 
tres, has built fast—but it has built carefully and well, 
This is because we planned for the long pull. We have 
practiced the art of suspended judgment and have given 
each entry every chance to succeed before writing it off 
the books 

Television's storage vaults are filled with good programs 
whose death knell was tolled by impatience. Except for 
uncommon faith, two recent hits, both on ABC-TV, might 
have been doomed. They are “Adventures In Paradise” 
and “Hawaiian Eye.” 

“Adventures in Paradise’ was launched in October, 


1959, and played to 5,000,000 homes that onth for an 
audience share of 21°), By dint of hard work, patience 


and faith it was built inio a winner, and by March, 1960, 
was reaching 8,000,000 homes and a 29.5 share In January, 
1961, ii reached 9,000,000 homes and had 354°) of the 
total audience 

“Hawaiian Eye” was another slow starter, but by 
January, 1961, had nearly doubled its original audience 
and topped Perry Como, its “invincible” competitor 

Both shows owe their lives to patience on the part of 
advertisers, agencies, producers and ABC-TV 

“The Real McCoys” reached 5,000,000 homes for a 195 
share of audience when it first went on the air in October, 
1957; last January it played to 14 million homes and had 
46.2°> of the audience 

“The Donna Reed Show,” now in its third season, is 
another: classic example of how patience and faith can 
pay off, Since October, 1958, it has increased its share of 
audience from 21.7 to 34.9° and the number of homes 
reached from five and a half to 10 and a half million 

The obvious hits and flops are easy to deal with. But 
the real joy of our business lies in seeing a show build 
slowly into a hit. And the show that has a slow build is 
the hardest to dislodge. Its following is the most faithful. 
We at ABC-TV, when we have faith in a program that is 
not an immediate hit, will work to improve it, will go 
all out in its promotion and publicity, will give it every 
chance to achieve the success we feel it deserves. Only 
after every effort has failed will we write it off 

We know our program producers have come to appreci- 
ate this altitude.-We hope that there will be increasing 
appreciation of the need for patience on the part of 
advertisers and agencies 

Equally urgent is the need for early decisions on their 
part. The greatest enemy of creativity is lack of time. Any 
product, whether it is a piece of cabinetwork or a tele- 
vision program, cannot be as good when it is produced 
under pressure as it would be if time were allowed for 
painstaking, thoughtful, careful craftmanship 

In the next few weeks many of the creators of the 1960- 
61 television fare will go on vacation, returning in May 
and June. They should be hard at work now on next fall's 
offerings, but their hands are tied by the indecisivenes¢ 
of renewals and late decisions on new programs, so they 
are using this artificially created “slack” season to pet 
away while they can. Because they know that by July, 
when their new programs should be well under way and 
they wouid normally take their vacations, hastily imposed 
deadlines will be at their throats. Had these renewals and 
new purchases come by January or February at the fatest, 
much time that was lost waiting for decisions could tiave 
been used creatively. 

ABC-TV is making definite moves this year to give its 
talent as much notice as possible for the shows they must 
deliver for the 1961-62 season. “The Flintstones,” “My 
Three Sons,” Surfside 6," “Adventures In Paradise” and 
many other shows have had their “go-aheads” for weeks. 
There will be no need to break stride in production. Long- 
range planning will enable the creative people involved 
in these shows to work under far less pressure than last- 
minute orders would have necessitated. We will continue 
to do everything we can to give the program makers 
enough time to do a good job 

So that is our plea and our prayer this season. First, 
patience—not panic—patience to give a good show a 
chance to find its place in the sun. And second, early 
planning—not last-minute decisions 





First and most important, the television audience will 
reap the benefits. And so too will networks, sponsors and 
agencies—in better programs, better ratings and better 
costs per thousand.

Somewhat less then two and a 
half vears ago, ABC Television in 


troduced three-way network compe- | 


tition into davtime television by 
launching a full schedule of new, 
cross-the-board, daytime program- 
ming with a radically differeut 
pattern of sponsorship and a mar- 
kedly reduced scale of prices for 
daytime advertisers. 

The result has been impressive 
There has been a transformation 
in daytime television that is both 
deep and permanent. The sheltered 
economy of limited two-network 
competition collapsed under the 
pressure of the new competition 
with benefits to the millions of 
viewers who now find their range 
of network program choice 
tended by 50°. and to the many 
advertisers who now find the cost 
of network daytime advertising 
within their means. 

What has been good for the ad- 


eX- 


vertisers and viewers, however, has 


produced enormous competitiv 
pressure among the three net- 
works. 


When ABC-TV went into day- 
| time, we realistically priced our 
time charges at “D” rates instead 
of our competitors’ “C’’ rates—one- 
third of nighttime charge instead 
lof one-half—because daytime sets- 
|in-use were closer to one-third 
rather than one-half of nighttime 
In addition, we provided for @ 
pattern of dispersion and rotation 
of a sponsor's commercial through- 
out our daytime schedule. This 
was a departure from the conven- 
tional quarter-hour weekly or alter- 
nate weekly purchase with com- 
mercial limited to a single pro- 
gram. ABC-TV advertisers liked 
the idea of this “balanced port- 
folio” and spread their commercial 
minutes in different shows on dif- 
ferent days of the week. Our 
sponsorship pattern not only pro- 
vided more predictable circulation 
but also increased the total circula- 
tion reached by these commercials. 

Our network competitors have 
‘not failed to react to these innova- 
tions. Through a variety of devices 
' they, too, are now permitting ad- 





vertisers to achieve greater com- | 


mercial dispersion and, through 
bonus plans and special discounts, 
they also have reduced 
charges in order to cope with the 
new realities of network daytime 
television 

In programming, the 
have been no less marked. 

In daytime, with a homogeneous, 
habit-bound housewife audience, 
we were forced to compete mainly 


changes 


within the established program 
forms — audience participation 
game and human-interest shows, 


dramas with a continuing form or 
set of characters, personalities, and 
reruns of half-hour nighttime film 
successes. Within these forms we 
have seen the usual result of effec- 
tive competition—survival of the 
fittest and most satisfying to the 
public. It would probably be illu- 
minating. as well as embarrassing, 
to set forth the roll call of lumber- 
ing. poor quality daytime programs 
that managed to survive a two- 
network economy, but which disap- 
peared from the schedule under 
three-way competition. In the past 
two years. in a single half-hour 
| time period, six different program 
series have appeared on the other 
networks to compete against our 
program—in another time period, 
another network has had five dif- 
ferent shows during the same in- 
terval All this turnover in an 
area of programming where suc- 
cessful shows are telecast for five, 
eight and 10 years without repla- 
cement: after all. “The Price is 
Right” is now in its fifth year and 
“Search for Tomorrow” is in its 
12th. 

This is not to say that we have 
not had our own share of program 
failures. That we have had. Failure 
and change are part of growth, and 
we have learned much in the pros-

KABC: The Kilocycle 
That Went Thataway

After taking a long, objective 
look at itself and the community it 


serves, KABC Radio under my 
guidance added a new dimension 
to radio in Los Angeles on Aug. 
1, 1960. 

Surveying stations in the area, 
we had noted a deadly sameness 
in the output of the over 30 AM 


and 24 FM stations which make up 
our opposition, with the music and 
news formula being followed al- 
most exclusively. ; 

Recognizing the needs of mature 
listeners, KABC decided to go the 
other way, and offer something en- 
tirely different—to present conver- 
sational-type programming, featur- 
ing a lineup of strong, stimulating 
personalities. The program format 
demands attentive listening. Peo- 
ple tune to KABC not to hear it, 
but to listen to it. 

The basic hourly format is com- 
prised of 15 minutes of news in 
depth, followed by 45 minutes of 
stimulating conversation. There is 
a minimum of music on the air, 
during peak “traffic time’ morn- 
ing and afternoon, and these time 
periods are loaded with services 
and information features. 

The reaction of press and public 
was immediate, and very gratifying. 
For example, Don Page of the Les 
Angeles Times in his vear-end 
nominations tor “Best of 1960” 
picked KABC as “the most im- 
proved station” and as one of “the 
most progressive stations” in Los 
Angeles. 

For its daily opener, KABC se- 
lected Red McIlvaine whose whim- 
sical humor and warm personality 
have quickly endeared him to early 
rising Los Angeles radio listeners, 
and he is in constant demand as 
an entertainer at civic and frater- 
nal gatherings. 

Also added were the audience 
Participation show, “Open Line,” 
on which listeners are invited to 
phone and give their answers to 
preselected questions; Myron J. 
Bennett, a well Known philosopher- 
type of conversationalist; the wise 
and witty Pamela Mason, wife of 
actor James Mason, who talks about

thinking sponsors. To be exact, 16 
sponsors. 

Today, there are 140 sponsors. A 
number quite literally too numerous 
to enumerate. 

Suffice it, ABC-TV billings for 1960 
were up 30°o—far outstripping the in- 
dustry’s rate of gain. 

The sponsors helped us achieve this 
gain, of course. By their good dollars. 
By their good-sense recognition of 
ABC-TV’s efficiency. (An average 


evening program’s CPM/CM, for in- 
stance, is from 18% to 24% more effi- 
cient than networks Y or Z as reported 
in the current Nielsen November- 
December 1960 CPM Report.) 

This lively dollar enthusiasm 
among sponsors waxed apace, natu- 
rally, with the lengthening reach of 
the network.

only personality they're interested 


in is that of the station itself. 


While the disk companies have 
no choice but to concentrate on air 
exposure via the available disk 
jockeys, there are no longer any 
kingpins or surefire hit-makers in 
the jockey fraternity.

The firm, American Play Co., is 
spearheading its  play-into-novel 
project with Elmer Harris’ “Johnny 
Belinda,” a Broadway entry of the 
1940-41 season. The drama, which 
had a New York run of 321 per- 
formances, was subsequently made 
into a film in 1948 and then adapted 
for television presentation 10 years 
later. It’s now been novelized but, 
as yet, not in English. 

The original novelization of the 
play in German, having been 
adapted by Prof. Walter Firner 
who obtained the rights two years 
ago to present a German-language 
production of the play in Germany. 
Sheldon Abend, who's been direct- 
ing the business activities of the 
American Play Co. since the death 
last October of the firm’s longtime 
president, John W. Rumsay, ap- 
proached Firner with the idea of 
adapting the play into a _ novel, 
which he did. The book was pub 
lished in Germany last November 
by Kurt Desch and, according to 
Abend, has since been translated 
into French.
